Bail Boosted,

POTTSVILLE, Pa. (UPI) -T h o 
conviction of 25-year-old Robert 
Poulson on charges of burglariz­ 
ing the home of a Pennsylvania 
coal baron has cleared the way 
for the trial of the four remaining 
suspects including sultry Lillian 
Reis, alleged m asterm ind of th® 
robbery plot.

Ocean to prevent him from turn­ 
ing sta te s evidence. Miss Reis 
and another suspect, John Berk- 
cry. were indicted for Blaney’s 
m urder. 
Under the conviction, Poulson 
could receive a maxim um sen­ 
tence of 20 years in prison and a 
$10,0(H) fine.

Staudenm eier deferred sentencing 
pending filing of an appeal and 
boosted Poulson* bail from $10,• 
OOO to $15,000 
Poulson sat impassively as the 
jury filed into the courtroom after 
announcing it had reached a ver­ 
dict. He showed little emotion as 
Judge Staudenm eier read the ver­ 
dict convicting him of one count 
each of burglary arui larceny in 
the theft of $20,500 in cash and 
jewelry from the Rich safe.

testified in court 
that the thrives m ade off with 
$4.(HJO rn cash and $17,000 in jew- 
erly hut police estim ates the loot 
ranged up to nearly a half million 
dollars in cash. 
A num ber of jurors indicated 
that a key factor leading to their

Poulson went on a 
lavish spending spree a short tim e 
after the burglary. Witnesses said 
the defendant had made a $5,000 
down paym ent on a home, had 
spent $1,000 for an automobile and 
went on a free-spending vacaUon 
with his family.
